Note: The above is the study for the large work Les Enrolements Volon- 
taires which was commissioned by the French Government in 1848, but never 
finished (now in the Colmar Museum). The artist describes the subject of the 
painting as follows (translation): “In 1792, the nation aroused itself to defend 
its soil. Priests, laborers, artisans were all united in the same spirit; they departed 
to defend the Fatherland in danger. The Fatherland? It was for them the 
woman, the child, their ancestor, beings helpless and beloved. . . 

“I worked ardently at this important work for which the sketches were regu- 
larly accepted by the Administration, when there occurred a coup d’Etat. A little 
while after, M. de Persigny, Minister of the Interior, came to my studio to tell 
me that the canvas I had executed was a ‘tableau de demagogues’ and he begged 
me to stop work on it. He added that I could keep the twelve thousand francs 
which had been paid by the preceding government. His word was an order, but ~ 
I received no written confirmation. 

“Later, hoping that political passions had settled down, I asked to be allowed 
to finish my work, suggesting certain changes. I was told, always verbally, that 
although the central part of the picture had been changed, still the composition 
gave too much emphasis to the idea of Liberty. . .”
